server for creating a plaintext candidate names from the effective encrypted voting data, etc. 
These limitations in conjunction in conjunction with other limitations in the claims were not 
shown by the prior art of record. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213, (Comm'r Pat. 1935).
